In a recent issue of a newspaper from 
the “Valley” area of eastern Alabama, 
Mrs. Bill (Joan) Hodnett wrote a graph- 
ic description of a trip she, her husband 
and several ‘‘Valleyans” took to the Holy 
Land late in December 1971. Trip lead- 
er was Rev. Terrell Whaley, pastor of 
Huguley Congregational Christian Chur- 
ch, Lanett, Ala. 

Traveling via Holland’ and Athens, 
Greece, the party experienced frustration 
when an eight-hour delay confined them 
to the Athens Airport. Eventually they 
did arrive at Tel-Aviv, thus beginning a 
memorable experience in the “Bible 
lands.” Particularly impressive were the 
boat ride in the misty morning across the 
Sea of Galilee; the recollection of Jesus’ 
baptism in the River Jordan, and walking 
the Via Dolorosa in Jerusalm.

Flight To Bangladesh 


Ten thousand cheering Bengalis turned 
cut to greet two DC-6 cargo planes when 
they arrived in January at the Dacca air- 
pert, Bangladesh, to herald the beginning 
of a massive air shuttle of food, blankets, 
and medicines for the Bangladesh people. 
Unhampered by governmental red tape, 
the World Council of Churches was able 
to begin aid immediately. Before this aid 
program has been completed, Church 
World Service of the National Council of 
Churches (through which our own U.C.C. 
relief funds are channeled) will have con- 
tributed at least $2,000,000 ‘in funds and 
relief supplies. 


In addition to the 10,000,000 refugees 
who had fled to India, some 20,000,000 
homeless remained within the war-torn 
country. An estimated 60,000 villages 
had been severely damaged. More than 
250 bridges had been destroyed. The 
estimated shortage of grain mounted to 
1,800,000 tons. One-third of the school 
and university buildings had been destroy- 
ed.

The Friendly Belly At Biloxi 


Back Bay Mission, at Biloxi, Miss., has 
begun its first food buyers’ club through 
the initiative of three new volunteers, Tom 
and Sally Gottshall and Cyndi Gore. 

The food buyers’ club is presently deal- 
ing in fresh fruit and vegetables. | Each 
week a list of produce which will prob- 
ably be available is prepared. Persons 
wishing to participate weekly fill out a 
buyer’s list, returning it to the Mission 
on Monday along with the estimated cost 
of the produce they wish to purchase. 
Lists are combined to determine quantities 
of produce needed to fill the orders, Then 
a fast trip is made to the French Market 
in New Orleans where the produce is 
is bought in quantity to fill the orders 
for that week. On Tuesday, the individ- 
ual orders are packaged and each food 
club participant picks up his produce 
between 2 and 7 P. M. at the Mission, If 
seme ordered produce was unavailable or 
if there was a price change, monies are 
returned to the purchaser. 

The Friendly Belly hopes to improve 
diets of low-income families in the Biloxi 
area by making fresh fruit and vegetables 
available at a minimum cost. Participa- 
tion in the club also encourages people 
to include these very important items in 
their family’s diet.

World Council Of 
Churches In Context 


Ever since the Reader’s Digest publish- 
ed two highly-biased articles on the World 
Council of Churches, conference and na- 
tional offices of the United Church of 
Christ have received numerous inquiries 
about the WCC and its fund to combat 
racism. Contrary to what the Digest ar- 
ticles implied, funds given the WCC have 
not been used to support revolution abroad 
or rebellion at home. Indeed, the Digest 
itself has agreed to print a rebuttal ar- 
ticle in the near future. 

Members of the U.C.C. have asked 
what monies our denomination has con- 
tributed to the World Council of Church- 
es. President Moss has pointed out that 
we spent $46,000 in 1971 in funds from 
Our Christian World Mission to support 
administrative costs of the WCC, In .ad- 
dition, the United Church Board for World 
Ministries in 1971 spent $55,000 for spe- 
cific program of the WCC: $12,000 for 
Medical Surveys, and $40,000 for work 
and Evangelism, $3,000 for Christian 
work of its Division of World Mission 
of the Division of Inter-Church Aid, Refu- 
gee and World Service. In addition to 
similar amounts for these same purposes 
in 1972, the board has budgeted $5,- 
000 for the council’s program to combat 
racism. Thus the total amount given by 
the board for this particular program is 
about a quarter of one cent per member 
of the United Church of Christ! The WCC 
had made abundantly clear the fact that 
this fund is for only “humanitarian pur- 
poses such as legal aid and social, health, 
and educational services”, for the support- 
ed organizations which work in_ behalf 
of the victims of racial oppression around 
the world. 

As one famous American might put it, 
“We want to make this one thing perfect- 
ly clear: In short, the contributions of 
the United Church of Christ to the pro- 
grams of the World Council of Churches 
must be seen in context and put in pers- 
pective.”
